There is nothing tangible yet to 
show w hat that reply will be, or w hen 
it will be forthcoming. 
Ambassador 
Gerrard has received assurances that 
the American demand is receiving 
serious attention and expects to con­ 
vey the impressions he gets from an 
interview with Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, writhin the next twen­ 
ty-four hours. 
Meantime, Mr. Gerard 
is doing the best he can to interpret 
such vague and fragmentary informa­ 
tion as he lias received from officials 
of the German foreign office and from 
editorial 
comment 
in 
the 
German 
newspapers, which frequently voice 
semi-official views of the government. 
It is perhaps due to Mr. Gerard’s 
hopefulness, coupled with other preli­ 
minary conciliatory signs from Berlin, 
that a feeling of optimism prevails in 
official circles here. 
Nobody knows 
what to base it on. but the feeling is 
nevertheless noted. 
Certain friends of the president, 
who believed a diplomatic break in­ 
evitable now see more than a ray of 
hope. 
They base this on the fact that 
the activity of the German submarines

FRENCH AIRMEN RAID ENEMY 


Squadron of Aviators Raid German 


Lines Behind Verdun Front, Doing

Txmdon, April 2.5.—Attacks on the 
British coast by German air craft 
were resumed on the British coast. 
The war office stated that three 
Zeppelins had appeared over Norfolk 
and had thrown a few incendiary 
bombs. 
No details were known to the 
authorities, and only the bare state­ 
ment that the Zeppelins had appeared 
was announced by the wrar office. 
The raid was preceded by a recon- 
noissanee about twelve hours before 
the appearance of the Zeppelins, by 
a German aeroplane.

Seventy 
shells 
and 
eighty incendiary bombs were dropped 
upon widely separated railway sta­ 
tions and bivouacs, The raid was one 
of the most important undertaken by 
the French since the Verdun fighting 
began. 
The French infantry attack was di­ 
rected against the German lines south­ 
east of Naucourt and northwest of 
the Laurettes wood. 
Both w*ere suc­

munique. progress being made in the 
German communicating trenches.

Parcel Post Matter For Holland Held 
Up by United States. 


New York, April 25.—Six hundred 
hags of parcel post matter, compris­ 
ing probably more than 50,000 sepa­ 
rate packages mailed for distribution
